Plea bargain upsets mother of slaying victim

__The mother of a 24-year-old Granite 
City man who was murdered Jan. 5 is 
hurt and angry about a plea agreement 
reached Monday between prosecutors and 
the defendant. 

David Dawson, -18,- who had~ been 
charged with first degree murder in con- 
nection ‘with the stabbing death of John 
Heuer in West Granite, pleaded guilt; 
Monday to the lesser charge of second- 
degree murder. 

Dawson will get 10 years in prison as a

result of the plea agreement, and is eligi- 
ble for parole in five years. 

“It just isn’t right. He deserves to stay 
in jail forever for what he did to my 
son,’ Paula Heuer said Monday after 
hearing of the agreement via a telephone 
call from Assistant -State’s Attorney Bob 
Trone, who handled the prosecution. 

“David -took-that-knife and stabbed my 
son in the head and killed him and didn’t 
think nothing of it,’ Paula Heuer said. 

‘We didn’t even get to read our impact 
statements to the judge. I have night- 
mares. My little girl, my son and my 
husband can’t sleep at night. Every time

deficit budget 


Little change from last year

City government — at least the finan- 


cial aspect — will change- little in Granite . 


City this year compared to last year. 

With little discussion Tuesday night, the 
Granite City Council approved a 
$13,396,524 general fund budget by a 10-3 
vote, 

That 1994-95 budget, prepared by Mayor 
Ron Selph and his staff, nearly mirrors a 
$13.4 million city budget prepared by the 
City Council’s Finance Committee and 
adopted last year. 

With revenues anticipated at about $13.2 
million this year, the projected deficit of 
just more than $200,000 would eat into a 
$1.7 million reserve the city has accumu- 
lated. 

But the expenditures could total as 
much as $368,000 more when pay increas- 
es for white-collar workers, police officers 
and street workers are factored in, said 
City Comptroller K.P. MacTaggart. 

Expected revenues includé about $10.2 
million in various taxes, such as 
$2,985,117 in property taxes and $2.35 mil- 
lion in state sales taxes. 

The property tax figure represents no 
increase in the tax rate for the city’s gen- 


eral fund. City leaders have attemptéd to 
hold that rate steady since 1988. 

The only point of ‘discussion Tuesday 
was the amount of money the city should 
contribute to the Tri-Cities Area Chamber 
of Commerce. 

While the city’s annual $3,000 chamber 
dues have in the past come from the 
mayor’s budget allocation, Mayor Selph 
this year placed the dues payment under 
the aldermanic budget. This was 
approved after comments were voiced 
and a vote on the issue was tallied. “ 

“My first intention was to delete it. But 
then I decided, because many of the 
aldermen participate in Chamber func- 
Hons, to let the aldermen decide,”’ Selph 
said. 

He added that the idea was strictly a 
financial consideration. 

Alderman Kim Affolter said the cham- 
ber is a worthy organization, but’ ques- 
tioned why dues should be paid from city 
coffers. 

“Many of us do not participate in 
chamber activities ft -havea little prob- 
Jem with paying the dues at the expense 
of the taxpayers,” Affolter said.

Jail expansion plan — 
and cost — growing 


Madison County officials are expanding 
their jail expansion plans. 

County Board members and architect 
Henry Gabriel have unveiled a revised 
expansion plan that would add 110 beds to 
the 178-bed jail, rather than the 62 addi- 
tional beds previously discussed. 

The more ambitious plan, which :needs 
County Board- approval, would drive the 
expansion cost from about $3 million to 
about $4.5 million and require the pur- 
chase of an undisclosed amount of land 
adjacent to the jail to make way for new 
cellblocks. 

“Before we do anything more, Gabriel 
is going to meet with (Buildings and 
Land Administrator) Marty Siglock and 
the sheriff to go over the finer points and 
make any minor changes in the blue- 
prints that might be necessary,” board 
member Tony Bosich of Wood River said. 

Gdbriel, a Granite City architect hired 
by the county to draw up plans for the 
jail expansion project, unveiled his latest 
blueprints this week before Buildings 


Committee members. 

The committee met in closed session to 
discuss the possible acquisition of land for 
the expansion along Randle Street in 
Edwardsville. 

Sheriff Bob Churchich has been grap- 
pling with persistent jail overcrowding for 

e last 18 months. The jail is routinely 20 

30 inmates above capacity, a situation 
Churchich has said creates a security 
problem for both guards and inmates. 

In addition to increasing capacity, the 
plan would replace the existing flat’ roof 
with a truss roof to eliminate leaks that 
have foreed investigators in the Sheriff’s 
Department to put buckets on their desks 
and drape sheets of plastic under large 
holes in the ceiling. 

Two weeks ago, County Board members 
rejected the original expansion plan, 
arguing it would be obsolete within five 
years. Some members said they were 
concerned 62 additional beds would be 
insufficient’ to handle increasing inmate

McGinness thinks elimination of township government would need 
to be done on the county level. Madison County has 24 townships. To 
put the question on the ballot in the county would require 15,000 to 
17,000 signatures, he said.

Groshong has repeatedly 
declined to comment on Sims’ 
petition for a new trial, but 
sources said Groshong had tried 
to convince Sims to use 
depression as her defense. 

In October, the Illinois , 
Supreme Court refused to hear , 
an appeal from Sims after the 
5th District Appellate Court 
confirmed her conviction and - ; 
sentence in May 1993. 

‘A Peoria jury convicted Sims - 
in January 1990 of first-degree 
murder, two counts of 
obstructing justice and 
concealment of a homicide in 
Heather’s death. t 

She claimed-on' the witness 
stand that a masked intruder 
abducted the child: 

In 1989, Sims pleaded no 
contest in Jersey County to 
obstructing justice and | 
concéaling a homicide in the 
death of her 13-day-old daughter, 
Loralei Sims, in 1986 in 
Brighton. 

She also claimed a masked 
abductor took Loralei.

Remember how simple it once was? God, the flag, Mom, 
apple pie and baseball. 3 

‘When we believed what authority figures told us. When we 
trusted our government. 

Remember, too, our horror when, folowing World War I, 
we learned of the medical. experimentation conducted on 
helpless prisoners in the Nazi concentration camps? Things 
like that could never happen here, we assured ourselves. 

Well, with the passage of time, that trust in those who 
govern us has eroded seriously. 

With each new revelation of how we’ve been duped by those 
we trusted, we’re forced to ask ourselves, ‘‘Could it really 
happen here?”’ 

Examples? How about the 40-year-long Tuskegee Study by 
the U.S. Public ‘Health Service in which some 400 black 
& residents of Macon County, Ga., were told they were being 

treated for syphilis, when in actuality, they were receiving no 
_=| treatment at all, because the purpese of the study was to 
= learn more about the long-term effects of the disease. 

; How about Agent Orange, which our soldiers in Vietnam 
= believed to be simply a defoliant used to destroy jungle cover 
that served as enemy cover. 

And which our government continued for years to deny 
awareness of long-range effects that caused all manner of 
serious health problems to veterans of that conflict. 

The government denied it until forced by a class-action 
Jawsuit to admit it arid pay nearly $2 million in settlements to 
affected veterans and their families. 

Or the federal ‘government’s LSD testing in the ’50s in 
which many of the hundreds of guinea: pigs were unaware 
they were being given the drug. That baby was the Central 
Intelligence Agency’s. They wanted to learn whether the 
drug would be useful in incapacitating enemies. Military or 
otherwise? Who knows? 

Those feel-good years of the 50s were busy ones for all 
manner-of-testing. by various departments and’ agencies of 
our government, we now learn. 

And, by golly, we didn’t have the foggiest notion any of it 
was going on. Old Uncle Sam. was-playing Sneaky Pete. 

The most recent surfacing of testing conducted without the 
knowledge of those who might be affected involves the 1953 
Army spraying tests in St. Louis and Minneapolis and God 
knows where else. The spray of cadmium sulfide particles 
was to provide information as to how bacterial agents used in 
war would disperse, but that’s not what city officials in St. 
Louis were told the tests were all about. 

They were told by the Army that the tests were to 
— determine whether smoke screens could shield American 

cities from Soviet bombing, should the Cold War escalate into 
a hot one: 

In St. Louis, two areas were sprayed: ‘the downtown 
= business area from Broadway west to 18th Street.and Spruce 
Street north to Biddle, and an area bounded by Olive, 
Channing and Grand, Montgomery and 22nd Street. 

The latter area was chosen quite deliberately — and 
cynically — by the Army because it was considered. ‘‘a 
densely populated slum‘ area.” ‘Translate that to “disposable 
people wilt no political clout’ and you've got it pretty well 
pegged. 

Not that St. Louis and Minneapolis and Winnipeg, Canada, 

were the only cities selected for biological warfare tests of 
the ’50s. 
“There were the releases of bacteria in the New York 
subway system, on the Pennsylvania Turnpike and in Wash- 
ington’s National Airport, in San Francisco, and at the Naval 
Supply Center in Norfolk, Va. ~ 

As each incident has been revealed, the government has 
contended — and, in the most recent, continues to contend — 
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that the materials used in the tests were harmless to human - 


health, although admitting there was no follow-up on the 
effects on people. 


In fact, in the case of the zinc cadmium sulfide, one Army . 


report indicates that the small size of the particles used was 
chosen because it was the closest in size to what is ‘‘consid- 
ered most effective in, penetrating into the lungs.”’ 

A lot of scientists and doctors have disagreed with the 
Army’s position on the harmlessness of the tests. 

What it boils down to is that large numbers of Americans 
may have been put in harm’s way by their own government, 
without their knowledge or permission to be used as guinea 
pigs. - 

The government lied to local authorities and residents. It 
tried, for many years successfully, to-cover up the actions. 

Even had nativhal security been threatened (which is 
doubtful), the end would not have justified these means.

Five Metro East health care 
facilities host students from the 
camp program. The students 
rotate clinicals at Anderson 
Hospital, Maryville; Calvert

Classroom ‘education focuses 
on nursing and health care 
terminology,_but-extends to 
include English, math and 
science as well. Clinicals in the 
heajth care facilities are 
designed to dcquaint the students 
with the nursing profession. 

‘Anderson Hospital’s education 
coordinator, Prue Cleghorn, 
R.N., said the medical facility 
has participated in the program 
for the last three years. 

In addition to providing 
facilities for clinicals,. Anderson 
donates staff for classroom. 
teaching. “We teach a session on 
infection control, safety. issues 
and confidentiality, which is 
required before the students can 
take part in clinicals,”’ Cleghorn 
said. Anderson also teaches a 

CPR class for the students. 

While the students are not 
allowed to handle potentially 
hazardous bodily fluids, they do 
assist with patient baths, 
shaving, passing trays, taking 
blood pressures and pulses, and 

helping patients ambulate, said 
Norma Edwards, a nurse aide at 
Anderson Hospital. 

‘Williams said the program has 
a high success rate with the high 
school students.

Helping citizens with 
emergency situations has 
become a little easier with the 
introduction of an emergency 
medical dispatch flip chart 
system in Madison and St. Clair 








The 911 answering points in 
Madison County began using the 
system this month. The charts 
help 911 telecommunicators 
provide advice that could save 
lives in the vital minutes before 
emergency personnel can arrive. 

The chart system consists of a 
group of plastic cards that help 
a 911 telecommunicator give 
step-by-step instructions to 
callers in cases of medical 
emergency. The cards cover a 
variety of emergency situations 
from stab wounds to childbirth. 

Following recent three-day 
training sessions, more than 911 
telecommunicators in both 
counties can now use the flip 

charts. 

The Emergency 911 boards in 
Madison and St. Clair counties 
split the cost of the training and 
the charts. Madison County 
spent about $30,000 to train about 
150 telecommunicators. 

The instructor was from 
Medical Priority Consultants of 
Salt Lake City, Utah. The 

training and charts allow the 
telecommunicators to become

in another case, a homeowner. paid-$13,000 
to a generat contractor, as the-tinal installment 
under their contract. The contractor was to pay 
$6,400 from this. sum to. the ‘supplier of- 
rpeting and hardwood floors which were-us- 
ed in the home. The homeowner faifed to ob-

carpeting and floors twice, since he had to pay 
again for these materials in order to have the 
lien removed. 
What steps should be followed by a person 
building a home in order to ensure that a con- 
tractor does not take advantage of him? In the 
first place, a contract between the homeowner 
andthe contractor should--provide_that—all 
payments will-be made in instaliments upon 
completion of a specified amount of work. 
In addition, the person building the home 
should be very careful that lien waivers are 
contractor presented by subcontractors and suppliers of — 
“material on a regular basis. The homeowner 
could actually take it upon himself to pay sup- 

_ pliers_and_ subcontractors directly to ensure 
that these people are paid on a timely basis. Il- 
linois law allows these individuals to file a lien 
against the-property if they-are-not paid by the 
general contractor.

Common sense, 
courtesy prevent 
boating accidents 


The two men in the bass boat 
were tense and in a hurry, fish- 
ing a big money tournament. 
They were fishing the upper end 


of a major lake, where the 
waterway seems more like @ riv- 
er than a lake. 

As they roared around a bend, 
the big 150-horsepower outboard 
digging hard to push the nearly 
18 feet of fiberglass boat at near- 
ly 60 miles an hour, they saw 
the even bigger and faster run- 
about style boat coming toward 
them. Z 

The driver of the bass boat 
veered to the right, expecting 
the oncoming boat to veer to its 
right to allow plenty of room for 
safe passage. Instead, the run- 
about veered to its left. 

The bass boat driver quickly 
cut back to his left. The run- 
about driver, his head barely 
visible above the steering wheel, 
cut to his right. The distance 
between the boats narrowed 
quickly. 


“HE WAS PLAYING chicken 
with me,” the bass boat driver 
said later, In the heat of the 
moment, he quickly swerved 
back to the right. But it was too 
late, the boats collided. 

Because of the last-second 
swerve of the bass boat, the col- 
-lision was a glancing blow. Still, 
both boats were severely dam- 
aged. The bass boat passenger 
was tossed into the water. The 
driver flipped over the steering 
console and bounced into the_ 
water. Both the driver and pas- 
senger in the runabout were 
tossed into the water. % 

The driver, a 10-year-old boy, 
disappeared beneath the surface 
immediately. The passenger, a 
15-year-old, bobbed up. The bass 
boat passenger, wearing his per- 
sonal flotation device (PFD) as 
the tournament rules required, 
grabbed. the dazed boy. Fhe bass 
boat driver had a jammed knee 
and cracked ribs. 

The--younger boy was found 
hours later.

Lynn Bradley has not been 
around the world in 80 days. But 


. he’s getting there. 
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Bradley, a geography 
instructor at Belleville Area 
College, has led a group of BAC 
students on trips to foreign lands 
six times in the last seven years. 
In previous years, Bradley and 
his students have toured, among 
other countries, Russia, Poland, 
Spain, Portugal, Great Britain, 
Sweden, Norway and Morocco. 

‘This year, the group ventured 
to the Eastern European 
countries of Slovakia and the 
Czech Republic (formerly 
Czechoslovakia), and Hungary. 
The travelers also visited 
Germany and Austria. 

In addition to enjoying 
themselves, students earn three 
hours of college credit by 
enrolling in Geography 299. 
Coursework consists of going on 
the trip and writing a paper 
about their experiences after 
returning home. Bradley uses 
the papers to help him evaluate 
the trip. ~ 

“With me, the paper is wide 
open. Some will do like they did 
in grade school, and write ‘what 

I did on my summer vacation.’ 


+ Others will focus on a particular 


aspect of the trip,” Bradley said. 

‘Though he uses films and 
lectures to teach his classes 
about foreign countries, Bradley 
said there’s no substitute for 
being there in person. 

“You've heard the old sayin, 
that travel is educational. Well, 
it really is,” he said. ‘“You find 
out that people are just people, 
no matter where you go.’” 

Bradley has taught at BAC 
since Fail 1973, but has 
coordinated the trips only since 
the mid-1980s, when he took the 
reins from Jack Haskell, a 
longtime BAC history instructor, 
who retired. Bradley has led a

trip every year since 1988, with 
the exception of 1989. O85 

Some highlights of the 1994. 
trip for Bradley included seeing 
the Danube River,which runs 
through the heart of Budapest, 
Hungary; and the Puszta, a 
well-known stretch of grassland 
famous for its horses, also 
located in Hungary. 

The city of Budapest, which is 
actually two separate towns, 
Buda, and Pest, also was a- 
favorite of trip ,participant Ken 
Brown of Belleville. 

“It was an easy city to see. 
Buda looks over Pest. You can 
stand on the hills of Buda and 
look down over Pest,” Brown 
said. ‘‘We did a lot of walking in 
the hills. It was neat to look at 
the buildings, too. There’s a lot 
of interesting architecture.”’ 

Brown said he and his wife 
have been on every trip led by 
Bradley. ‘‘We’ve done quite a bit 
of traveling, even more than 
these trips.”” 


Shirley Haas of Belleville also 
has taken every BAC trip since 
1988. ‘I like to travel, as long as 
I’m healthy,’’ Haas said. ‘‘It was 
neat to be in the former 
Communist countries.” 

Bradley, who had toured 
Poland before the fall of. 
Communism, said it was 
interesting to return to Eastern 
Europe and see democracy in its 
infancy. ‘ 

“You could see signs of 
progress and change. Ho' er, 
there is still some lack of 
understanding of capitalism. 

Bradley said his trips have 
made his other classes more 
interesting. 

“Pye had students. tell me 
many times that their class is 
better because I’ve been to the 
places I’m describing. I don’t 
just take it from the textbook.” 
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Mention the word “‘dehydra- 
tion,” and you probably think of 
heat wave victims, athletes, or 
little kids with high fevers. But 
‘grandma or grandpa could be at 
even greater risk — even in the 
comfort of an air-conditioned 
nursing home. 

“It's very easy for older peo- 
ple to become dehydrated,” said 
Patricia K. Welch, ‘a nutrition 
expert from Southern Illinois 
University at Carbondale. 

Welch knows. She’s spent: 22 
years working with senior citi- 
zens. . 

One of her most recent 
research projects, funded with a 
$35,000 grant, looked at dehydra- 
tion. 

“It’s a big concern — it-eauses 
various kinds of problems,’” 
Welch said. ‘‘It can cause blood 
pressure to drop, which leads to 
disorientation. It can cause kid- 
ney damage. it can throw off the 
body’s balance of sodium and 
potassium, which can lead to 


unconsciousness - and even 
death.” 
Older. people don’t drink 


enough for a lot of different rea- 
sons, Welch said. They worry 
about incontinence, so they avoid 
liqui —gland that controls 
thirst doesn’t work like it used 
- to, so they don’t feel like drink- 
ing. And when they do work up 


a_ thirst, 
quench it. 

“Then there are medications,” 
Welch said. “‘Some can decrease 
thirst. And many medications in 
combination with others can 
increase urine output. Also, if 
they’re on what we call a “‘nutri- 
ent-dense’’ diet with a-lot of pro- 
tein, the protein can increase the 
need for fluids.’’ — 

Soda, juice and sport drinks 
don’t work real well for older 
folks she said. Soda and juice 
have too much salt and sugar, 
and they tend to go right 
through a person. And sport 
drinks go overboard in replacing 
sodium, potassium and other 
electrolytes. 

‘<Older-folks-need-a_more_deli- 
cate balance,"’ Welch said. . 

Welch said she thinks they can 
get that balance in an anti-dehy- 
dration drink that helps pull flu- 
ids into the parts of the bod; 
that need it the most. The drink 
may be even better- than water 
because it doesn’t. take as much 
to get the dehydration-fighting 
effects, she said. 

Late last year, at a local nurs- 
ing home, Welch checked out a 
test- version of the drink’ pro- 
duced by Ross Laboratories. 
Basically, it was a reformulated. 
version of Pedialyte — a product 
parents have used to fight dehy- 


small sips usually

dration in children for years. 

Twelve women and a man, all 
prone ‘to dehydration, each 
drank roughly half a cup of the 
lemon-lime liquid four to six 
times a day for five days. Lab 
analysis of blood samples before, 
during and after the test period 
showed how well 
worked. 

**You can’t always tell that 
someone is becoming dehydrated 
just by looking,’* Welch said. 
“For instance, hanging skin can 
be a symptom of dehydration, 
but it’s also a symptom of aging. 

**Biochemical tests give you 
the most valid results. Hi; ley- 
els of some substances in the 
bloodstream indicate a potential 
for dehydration.”” 

Lab work showed. that in just 
two days, those-biochemical sub- 
stances decreased. 

“T- thought it would take lon- 
ger,’ Welch said. “I didn’t: see 
anything in the literature that 
suggests this would happen. 
What thiS means is that you can 
revive .people quickly. They 
don’t have to stay in the danger 
zone long. 

“This is important for people 
in long-term care, but also for 
people living on their own. They 
face the same kinds of risk for 
dehydration, and there’s no one 
to monitor them.”

1z-year-old controversy resurfaces - 


Clinton takes on ‘notch babies’

Like a cat with nine lives, the 
*notch” is back. President 
Clinton has appointed a 
commission to once againstudy 
the 17-year-old controversy. 

The notch refers to the 
difference in Social Security 
benefits paid to people born 
before 1917 and the benefits paid 
to people born in later years. 
The 1977 Amendments to the 

Social Security Act changed the’ 
way benefits are computed. The 
new computation resylts in lower 
Social Security benefits for all 
workers born in 1917 and later. 

Many people born between 
1917 and 1926 have come to~ 
believe they have been 
especially singled out for unfair 
treatment. 

They have styled themselves 
as “‘notch babies.”’ 

In fact, the average notch 
baby will receive lower benefits 
than people born before them 
but will receive about the same 
amount as people born after. 

Since 1977, the notch has been 
the subject of acrimony and 
misunderstanding. Senior groups 
have come down on all sides of 
the issue. 







Many bills, including one by 
former U.S. Rep. Joan Kelly 
Horn from St. Louis County, 
have been introduced in 
Congress that would change the 
notch. 

None of them was endorsed by 
congressional leadership or by 
any of the presidential 
administrations from Carter to 
Clinton. * 

The new notch commission 
was mandated by Congress to 
finally. reconcile the conflict. The 
commission has 12 members, 
including Gwendolyn King, 
former Commissioner of Social 
Security, and as chairman, Alan 
Campbeil, a public policy 
professor from Wharton School 
of Business at the University of 
Pennsylvania in Philadelphia. 
They will decide whether 
retirees born in different years 
are treated inequitably, if 
legislation is needed, and if so, 
what it would cost. 

‘The commission must report 
to Congress by Dec. 31, 1994. 

Here’s what they are likely to 
report: There is a notch, but it’s 
not just people born from 1917 to 
1921, or from 1917 to 1926 who 
are affected. As a result of the 
1977 Amendments, Social 
Security benefits were 





dramatically reduced. Congress 
intended this reduction, but it is 
likely they anticipated the 
reduction to be more gradual 
than it was- 


A five-year transition period 
was legislated, but the 
projections of how gradual the 
transition would occur were 
wrong. 

Although there is no 
discrimination against any group 
of years of birth, the current 
computation varies slightly from 
year to year. 

Therefore, it produces 
fluctuations in benefit levels 
among people with different 
years of birth. 


For example, a worker born in 
1925 could receive a few dollars 
more per month than a cohort 
born‘ in 1926, even if the two had 
exactly the same earning 
histories. 

These will continue to occur 
for as long as the current 
computation method is used, but 
are not large enough to be 
considered inequitable. -
